Piloting a 1908 fishing boat equipped only with sails, a 
ALL AT SEA, j^^^ ^^^^ ^^^ Frenchman completed a two year voyage, 

of 14,500 miles alone in the Mediterranean Sea. He sail- 
ed his tiny nineteen foot boat, the "Papillon", from Algiers inSeptem- 
ber, 1951, and lost his rudder in a violent sioritiafterwards. He narrowly 
mis'seddeath on that-occasion. At another time he rode out a stonn which 
sank three cargo vessels nearby. He was becalmed for eighteen days and 
came close to dying of thirst when his freshwater supply ran out. A pass- 
ing vessel saved him. A voyage from Algiers to Cannes, France, took 
thirty-two days. Steamboats ordinarily make the trip, in two days time. 

A young Kritish woman lournalist recently complet- 
ed a 10,000 mile tour of North America on a motor- 
cycle at a cost of only $300. Her vehicle, a small 
i/2. horsepower cycle, took her across Canada, down 
the West Coast, through the Southwest and Soudi, 
and up the East Coast. She slept in a pup tent be- 
side the toad, carried a mess tin to cook her meals 
and washed herself and her clothes in the cold water of service station 
rest rooms. During the trip across Canada she wrote three columns a 
week for two Canadian newspapers, typing the scripts at twilight beside 
her tent. The courageous woman lost twelve pounds on the trip, which 
took her four months to accomplish. 

AN OLD REUNION... At the age of 91 a resident of Littleton, New Hamp- 
shire, learned that a friend of his in Lisbon was celebrating his 1 01st 
birthday.

The hiker, who 
eats a careful dietwith lots'of milk and fruits, 
but no meat or starchy foods, was disappoint- 
ed in one respect. He discovered that his cen- 
tenarian friend eats just what he wants. 

THE STATELY TOURIST. Just to see how long it would take him, an 

Albany man in 1949 set out to tour all of the 
4 8 states and the District of Columbia in his 1939 Chevrolet. He made 
the trip in thirteen days, using up two-thirds of his three weeks vacation 
from an engineering firm. His tour covered 8,000 miles, during which he 
spent 225 hours driving, and used up about 600 gallons of gasoline. 




THE GREAT VALKIT^G CONTEST. Probably the greatest athletic contest 
, of all time occurred in 1944, Then 

Sweden and Finland held a walking contest in which almost the entire 
populations of both countries participated. The winner was to be the 
country which could muster the greatest nunjber of walkers who could cov- 
er 9-1/3 miles in two hours and twenty minutes. For women the require- 
ment was lowered to six and one half miles in one hour and forty minutes. 
Students, workers, housewives — everyone was urged to enter and walk 
for their country, and many responded. More than one-third of Finland's 
population qualified and she was the final winner by a score of 1,400,000 
to that of 1,100,000 for Sweden. 770 Finns took the test in a snowstorm, 
and a ninety year old woman covered her ten kilometers in one hour and 
thirty-nine minutes. 





LO>JG DISTAJ)CE PLAY. In August, 1949. a famous harmonica Tirtuoso 
flew a distance of 9,000 miles for the purpose of playing one concert with 
a symphony orchestra. He boarded a plane in 
London to fly across the Atlantic and thence to 
Ohio for an appearance with the Cleveland Orch- 
estra. The next day he flew back to England for 
another scheduled program al Tolveihampton. For 
his Cleveland appearance the harmonica expert 
received $2,000 plus ex,penses - total of $5,000. 



On October 1, 1950, a thirty-six year old woman set 
out from Buenos Aires with the intention of taking a 
16,600 mile trip from Argentine to Canada on horse- 
back. She succeeded in her mission, despite the fact 
that it took her three years and eight months to ac- 
complish it under many trying and difficult conditions. 
In Mexico bandits stole her pistol, camera and money, 
while in Lima, Peru, her two horses died. The Army 
gave her another horse Ss a subsptute. Wherever she 
went the daring woman was mocked and taunted by 
motorists but she never despaired and, eTcntually; 
succeeded in achieving her goal by reaching the Ca- 
nadian border. 



HELLO, BUDDY. Then he was discharged from service after World War 
II, a Doylestown, Pa. man made a vow that sometime 
in the future he would take time out to visit all his wartime buddies. Ac- 
cordingly, in March 1948 he left his, home in a battered army jeep to em- 
bark on his great ambition. In order to talk with the 280 men who had ser- 
ved with him in Europe, he had to travel 58,000 miles into Canada, Mexi- 
co, and thirty-nine of the forty-eight states. The trip cost him nearly 
$4,000 and re<juired twenty-eight months to complete.
